Ralph R. Ratton of Paragould, 
one of the six defeated candi- 
dates. 


However, he spent most of 


toe time hammering away at 
Alexander, referring to his foe

Alexani, 


with 33,480 votes, picked up an 
additional 2,000 votes in toe 
Mississippi County certification, 
finishing with more than 8,000 
votes rather than 6,000 as had 
been reported in toe unofficial 
returns. 
Files 
polled 12,023 


votes, 114 more than Ratton. 


In his prepared 
statement, 


Files said, "I want Mr. Alex- 
ander to know that on Aug. 13, 
votes will be counted and not 
money." 


He said he said this with 


some reservation since he not- 
ed toe mechanical error. 


"The right to vote is a mean- 


ingless thing if the vote is not 
counted as it was cast," Files 
said. 


Files also charged that Alex- 


ander was "a man who will 
fabricate or, more bluntly, just 
plain lie about irrelevant quali- 
fications" and that he was "not 
fit" to serve in Congress. 


Alexander, informed of the 


charges, said, "Jack is a fine 
man,

Files again labeled Alexander

Service System, Justice De- 
partment, Office of Economic 
Opportunity, and recommend 
to these a g e n c i e s ways in 
which they could b e c o m e 
more responsive to the needs 
and views of American youth.

board of appeals, holding 
hearings on specific problems 
around the country.

Shortly after l e a v i n g her 
cousin's house Janie returned 
in tears, was put to bed and 
refused to go to school for a 
month. 
: A child psychiatrist at Mai- 
monides Medical Center here 
how labels her behavior a bad 
case of "school phobia." In 
Janie's third-grade days the 
truant officer, teacher, family 
and doctor laughed it off as 
homesickness. Their diagnosis 
seemed correct, for Janie's 
"illness" disappeared when 
the family moved back to 
their home. 


'. Janie's case is familiar to 
a majority of parents. Accord- 
ing to Dr. Norman Sher, fa- 
ttier of two small,, children, 
school phobia is increasing. 
"It reflects the tension of our 
times," he says quietly. "I do 
not consider such behavior a 
frue phobia, though, and it 
touches youth from 5 to 18 but 
you see it mainly in children 
e n t e r i n g kindergarten and 
first grade." 


• Although Sher suggests par- 
ents relax when a child comes 
up with the school-dodging 
symptoms most adults re- 
member using, he urges them 
to treat the problem quickly, 
the child who uses a head-

ache, stomachache, actually 
gets nauseous and vomits to 
avoid a day or two of classes 
or runs home from school and 
refuses to leave home is to 
Sher a reasonably healthy 
child. 


Why, then, does he refuse to 


go to school? 


Sher explains that his ac- 


tions show an apprehension 
about leaving home. "I differ- 
entiate this behavior, often 
after a vacation, on Mondays 
or at the start of a new se- 
mester, from out-and-out tru- 
ancy, from schizophrenia or 
mental illness where the child 
actually withdraws from life." 


The child in most cases 


isn't afraid of school but of 
leaving home, he repeats. This 
is why it is necessary to get 
the youngster back in school 
immediately and then try to 
find out what is wrong. 


living within the home may 
bring counterconcern for the 
youngster. This puts him in a 
bind and makes him reluctant 
to leave home." 


Sometimes a child is a bor- 


derline retardant or Is having 
reading difficulties that dis- 
turb him but Sher does not put 
a child with these problems 
in his "school phobia" group. 


Often a child, he explains, 


drawing on his own experi- 
ence as a father, is not ready 
to move out, to go to nursery 
school or kindergarten. Even 
a child of six may have trou- 
ble going to school at first. 
With the pressure to push 
tots into the classroom 
at 


earlier ages, Sher shakes his 
head and theorizes that "there 
is definite folk wisdom in se- 
lecting age seven for entering 
school."

Payne, president of the El Do- 
rado chapter of the National As- 
sociation for the Advancement 
of Colored People (NAACP). 


Payne, 37, pastor of the Ev- 


ergreen Baptist Church, said 


Tuesday, "Those fighting Inte- 
gration are fighting a losing 
cause." Payne said Negroes 
had enrolled for Boys Club pro* 
grams this fall because that 
club offered "must more ade- 
quate facilities 
than those of 


the James Johnson Boys Club," 
a Negro facility. 


Sweeney quoted Payne as 


saying the pickets would con- 
tinue until the Boys Club board 
authorized Negro swimmers or 
until the board voted to return 
the pool to the El Dorado Youth 
Council.
